dures can be developed for 
international inspection of 
Cuba-bound cargoes. The In- 
ternational Committee of the 
Red Cross, in our view, would

-^The continuation of these 
measures in tnb air and sea 
until the threat to peace 
/posed by these ^ offensive 
weapons is gone is in keep- 
ing with our pledge to secure 
their withdrawal or elimina- 
tion from\his hemisphere.^^

resolution of the O.A.S. and 
it is in keeping with the ex- 
change of letters ^th 
Chairman Khrushchev of Oct. 
27 and 28 . ^ , 

Progress is now being made 
toward the restoration of 
peace in the Caribbean, and 
it is our firm hope and pur- 
pose that this progress shall 
go forward. 

We will continue to keep 
the American people informed 
on this vital matter.

Speech by Rusk 

Mr. Chairman: 

Three weeks ago today, I 
met with your foreign min- 
isters to consider the serious, 
new situation created by the 
Soviet military build-up in 
Cuba. Most of you participat- 
ed in that meeting. You will 
recall the discussion v,^hich 
took place culminating in a 
consensus on many important 
aspects of the problem ex- 
pressed in the final commu- 
nique. 

In that document, the for- 
eign ministers unanimously 
stated that the efforts of the 
Sino-Soviet bloc to convert 
the island of Cuba into an 
armed base for Communist 
penetration of the Americas 
was the most urgent problem 
confronting the hemisphere. 
They also found that the or- 
gans of our regional system 
which have responsibilities to 
deal with the situation creat- 
ed by the Communist regime 
in Cuba should intensify their 
efforts and should stand In 
readiness to consider what 
measures, beyond those al- 
ready authorized, might be 
required. And the foreign 
miaisters also observed that 
it was desirable to intensify 
.surveillance of arms deliv- 
■' Cuba in order to pre-

The recommendations 
proved today are not manda-| 
tory upon the American repub- 
lics in the sense of requiring 
them to participate directly in 
the quarantine. Instead, the res- 
olution constitutes an authori- 
zation by the inter- American 
system to any states that wish] 
to engage in individual 
lective defense measures. 

Tonight, officials indicated 
that several governments had 
already advised Washington of 
their willingness to contribute 
forces to a quarantine opera- 
tion. Argentina, which has 
aircraft carrier, several! 
cruisers and a destroyer flotilla, 
was said to be one of those! 
offering aid. 

Venezuela Also Offers Aid 

Venezuela, which has a dv.- 
stroyer fiotilla and jet aircraft 
that could patrol the Caribbean 
from her territory, was also 
reported to have offered mili- 
tary support. 

In urging passage of the res- 
olution, Mr. Rusk stressed in

Deception Is Charged 

What do these facts mean 
to the independent nations of 
this hemisphere?

The state- 
ment added that Soviet rock- 
ets are so powerful that 
"there is no need to search 
for sites for them beyond the 
boundaries of the Soviet 
Union.” 

And last week the Soviet 
Foreign Minister in his talks 
with President Kennedy, in 
the White House said that 
Soviet assistance to Cuba 
“pursued solely the purpose 
of contributing to the defense 
capabilities of Cuba,” that 
“training by Soviet special 
ists of Cuban nationals ii 
handling defensive arma 
ments was by no means of- 
fensive” and that “if it were 
otherwise, the Soviet Gov- 
ernment would never become 
involved in rendering such 
assistance.” 

Second: This offensive capa- 
bility is of such a nature that 
it can reach into the far cor- 
ners of pur hemisphere with 
its destructive force. These 
new weapons arriving in 
Cuba are not only directed 
against the United States. Let 
there ' be no misunderstand- 
ing. There are other strategic 
targets dh 'this hemisphere — 
in your countries — which they 
can devastate with their le- 
thal loads.

the application of the Inter- 
American Treaty of Recip- 
rocal As.sistance of Rio de 
Janeiro. It was the view of 
the ministers that the exist- 
ing organizations and bodies 
of the inter-American system 
should intensify the carrying 
out of their respective duties 
with special and urgent at- 
tention to the situation creat- 
ed by the Communist regime 
in Cuba and that they should 
stand in readiness to consider 
the matter promptly if the 
situation requires measures 
beyond those already author- 
ized.”
